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Currently, claims 1 -10 are pending. No amendments were made. 

CM n Rejections - 35 VSC §102 

In paragraphs 2 - 12 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-10 
undejr 35 VSC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Saueret etal. (US Patent 5,951,704). 
For a t least the reasons set out below, Applicants traverse. 

The present invention is directed to a method for testing an emulated logical 
circu t, wherein: a model of the logical circuit is loaded with a hardware description 
language into an emulator; the emulated circuit is set into an operational mode in 
whic i some or all of the flip-flops included therein are functionally chained into shift 
regis era by means of mterfacing additional logic elements; and the structural 
arrangement of the logic circuit in the hardware emulator is compared with the 
structural arrangement of the model of the logic circuit. For such a purpose, test 
pattei as are applied to inputs of the emulator or the shift registera and clocked through 
the si ift registers. At the outputs of the emulator or the shift registers, a check is 
perfoj med to determine whether the received result matches the expected result. 
Resuls of the check are then used for the comparison between the structural 
arrang ement of the logic circuit in the hardware emulator and the structural 
arrangement of the model of the logic circuit in order to recognize the corresponding 
ource (i.e. planning error, defect of the hardware emulator, etc.) responsible for 
Direct operation of the model of the logical circuit. The present invention is 
directed to a device for performing the method according to the invention. 
In contrast to the present invention, Saueret discloses a test system emulator 
with ej nulator software for emulating hardware in a test system for semiconductors, 
wherein the emulator software comprises: an emulating unit for emulating the 
hardwjre unit of the test system; a component group emulator which emulates the 
functic uality of the semiconductor element to be tested; a unit for collecting data; and 
a com] >onent test emulator which generates a test signal applied to the component 
emulat >r. 

Saueret, however, does not teach nor suggest that the emulated logical circuit 
is set u to an operating mode, in which some or all of the flip-flops contained therein 
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imctionaUy chained into shift registers by means of interfacing additional logic 
Because of this chaining, the functioning of the logical circuit to be tested 
tested relatively simple and readily, and it can further be determined whether 
structural arrangement of the logical circuit in the hardware emulator is 
or identical with the structural arrangement of me modeled logical circuit, 
hi addition, the present invention is based on a standard hardware emulator 
has a Plurality of gates whose parameters can be set wherein the gates can be 
connected (see page 1, lines 21-*/ seq.). In contrast, Saueret is based only 
components which form the system, as is discussed in claim 1 and col. 
33-35. 

AcoMdmgly, Saueret does not disclose all the limitations of the present 
and is therefore unavailable as a § 102(b) reference. For at least the above 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
